7.  Any public or private residential facility, day program,3

or specialized service licensed, certified, or funded by the4

department shall, not later than two working days after hiring5

any person for a full-time, part-time, or temporary position that6

will have contact with clients, residents, or patients:7

(1)  Request a criminal background check as provided in8

section 43.540, RSMo;9

(2)  Make an inquiry to the department of social services10

and department of health and senior services to determine whether11

the person is listed on the employee disqualification list as12

provided in section 660.315, RSMo; and13

(3)  Make an inquiry to the department of mental health to14

determine whether the person is listed on the disqualification15

registry as provided in this section.16

8.  An applicant who knowingly fails to disclose his or her17

criminal history as required in subsection 5 of this section is18

guilty of a class A misdemeanor.  A provider is guilty of a class19

A misdemeanor if the provider hires a person to hold a direct20

care position knowing that such person has been disqualified21

pursuant to the provisions of subsection 1 or 2 of this section.22

[4.] 9.  The department may maintain a disqualification23

registry and place on the registry the names of any persons who24

have been finally determined by the department to be disqualified25
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pursuant to this section, or who have had administrative1

substantiations made against them for abuse or neglect pursuant2

to department rule.  Such list shall reflect that the person is3

barred from holding any position in any public or private4

facility or day program operated, funded or licensed by the5

department, or any mental health facility or mental health6

program in which persons are admitted on a voluntary basis or are7

civilly detained pursuant to chapter 632, RSMo.8
